Bay has adopted a budget with- 
out any rate increases," said 
Mayor Clarence Anthony. 

"Last year's (1994) millage rate 
was 9.08 compared to this year's 
(1995) millage rate of 9.2889 
with a cap of 10. The millage rate 
is not up or down because this is 
equal to the roll back rate," said 
City Manager Lester Baird. 

Water and sewer rates were 
not increased due to the fact that

construction. If the prison isn't 
allowed to begin, we can pass an 
ordinance and in two readings’ 
have a-water and sewer rate 
increase," said Mayor Anthony. 

South Bay residents filed a 
complaint against the city's 
growth plan amendment with 
the state in July. Citizens oppose 
the prison's-location saying that 
the prison’ will be too close to 
their homes. 

The prison has yet to get its’ 
building permit. 

"South Bay's total budget this 
year is $2,766,734. This is abso- 
lutely a lean budget. The water 
and sewage is out, of balance by 
$236,000," said City Manager 
Lester Baird. 

"The closing of South Bay 
Growers and Villa Lago sub-divi- 
sion has caused a decrease in the 
city's dollars. At the end of the 
current fiscal year water and 
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sewage will suffer a $179,000 
loas," Baird stated. 

"Due to the economic environ- 
ment of South Bay, the budget is 
becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to balance. How strong the 


` city will become depends on the 


econoritic environment we cré- 
ate,” sald Mayor Anthony. : 

City Manager Lester Baird 
said, "There have been no raises 
for city commissioners but there 
has been a 2.5 percent increase 
in city employees pay. Every- 
thing else has stayed the same. 
We have workers who have been 
here for years with the same 
salary. We are operating the city 
as cheaply as possible. We have 
received help from the county,

All my life I've heard that 
sodas or cokes are loaded with 
sugar and cafféine and are 
generally "bad" for me. As I've 
become older, my stomach has 
become "lactose-intolerant"... 
so that eliminates milk to 
drink. Let's see, that leaves 
the truly southern drink... iced 


yt 
know how terrible coffee is, so 
it is automatically "out". Not 
much left but water (which 
some'say rusts your pipes) and 
juice. 

Okay, so let's find a kind of 
juice that is good for you. The 
juice should be 10096 juice (not 
flavored to taste like juice), 
should have no added sweeten- 
ers, have less than 2 grams of 
fat, and not have apple, grape, 
or pear as the first juice in 
their ingredient list. Whoa... 
wait a-minute..; what did I 
say? After all, fruit is almost 
the perfect food. No fat, satu- 
rated fat, cholesterol, or sodi- 
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um, lots of fiber, taste, and 
(usually) vitamins. It may 
even help reduce the risk of 
cancer. In fact, the National 
Cancer Institute counts each 
six-ounce glass of fruit or veg- 
etable juice as one of the five 
to nine servings of fruits and 
vegetables we should eat every 


What people don't realize is 
that some juices are far more 
nutritious than others. Orange 
juice is by far the best. One 
glass has over a day's vitamin 
C requirements and one-fifth 
of the daily folic acid needed. It 
also has more than 10 percent 
of a day's potassium and thi- 
amin, plus, at least 5% of mag- 
nesium, copper, and vitamins 
A and B-6. Whew! Grapefruit 
has almost as much C, copper, 
and potassium as O.J., but less 
thiamin and folic acid. Lemon, 
prune, and pineapple are also 
good in providing significant 
amounts of daily nutrients. 
Cranberry has just under the 
daily amount of vitamin C and 
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not even 5% of any othér vita- 
min and mineral. Grape and 
apple are at the bottom of the 
juice barrel, with almost 10% 
of a day's potassium and B-6 
(in the grapé)...and very little 
else. Pear is probably not 
much better. These inexpen- 
sive juices are the ones most 
often added to beverages. Are 
you better off with them than 
with sugar and water? Yes, 
because something in them 
may cut your risk of cancer. 
Nutritionally, however, they 
pale in comparison to other 
juices. 

Here are some things to con- 
sider when fruit juice shop- 
ping: 

1. Avoid apple, grape, or 
pear juice as the first ingredi- 
ent. Read the labels. 

2. Look for the "96 of juice" 
disclosure. All beverages that 
contain juice (or whose labels 
picture fruit) have to have one. 
If that label says anything less 
than "100% juice", chances are 
that it has been diluted with 
sugar water. 

3. Fortification is fine, as 
long as it's not fortified junk. 
Tropicana Plus Calcium & 
Extra Vitamin C is a good juice 
made better, especially for 
teenage girls and women, who 
need extra calcium to 
strengthen their bones. A glass 
of Sunny Delight with Calci- 


um, on the other hand, is just д 


a calcium pill with a table- 
spoon or so of orange juice, 
some sugar, and colored water. 
4. Skip the fruit teas. They 
are usually loaded with sugar. 
5. Watch the sodium in veg- 
etable juices. The vitamin. con- 


‘tent is terrific, but they can 


contain more than a quarter of 
a day's worth of sodium in one 
little cup. 

6. Soda is soda. One glass 
contains (are you sitting 
down?) eight teaspoons of sug- 
ar. 

Try to improve on the liquids 
you drink and learn to careful- 
ly read labels.

Watching animals for weather signs

I've been spending a lot of 
time recently watching my cat. 
Buster is a beautiful short-hair 
feline with black fur and white 
markings. She is a typical cat; 
quite finicky and very indepen? 
dent. 

Buster hasn't been doing 
‘anything out of the ordinary. In 
fact, it's been business as usual 
for her -lots of naps, a stroll 
around the neighborhood once 
or twice a day and, if she's in 
the mood, an occasional purr. 

Tve been watching her close- 
ly because I'm looking for a 
sign. Buster may be able to 
help me predict tomorrow's 
weather. If my cat suddenly 
sneezes or begins to wash 
behind her ears it means rain 
is just around the corner. 


I know what you're thinking; ` 


Mike has been standing too 
close to his Doppler radar 
again. What I'm trying todo is 
what farmers and fisherman 
have been practicing for years: 
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will lead to changes in the 
weather, especially -an 
approaching storm. 

When a frog jumps around 
more than usual it means rain 
is coming. When a horse pulls 
back its’ lips and grins, the 
laugh is on you if you don't 
have an umbrella. And if your 
pet dog suddenly rolls on the 
ground, acts drowsy and 
stupid, eats grass or straight- 
ens its tail, it's a sure bet that 
raindrops are not that far away 
(either that or there is some- 
thing seriously wrong with 
Fido). 

People who are very obser- 
vant learned a long time ago 
that animals are more sensitive 
and attuned to nature than 
humans. Dogs, cats and even 
tiny mosquitoes can sense a 
change in the wind, hours and 


-eyen days before it arrives. 


People have always wanted 
to know when it was going to 
rain. Before there were radar, 
satellites and Thé Weather 


watching animals for signs that Channel, folks looked for signs 


in nature. Some of the signs 
are very subtle while others are 
downright crazy. 

Ducks, for example, go abso- 
lutely bonkers when a big 
storm is coming. They fly back- 
ward and forward and then 
dive toward the water. Finally, 
they wash themselves repeat- 


. edly. 


Pigs, on the other hand, act 
fairly normal except they like 
to carry straw in their mouths. 
Cows will turn their nostrils to 
sniff the air. Donkeys will bray 
more frequently while fish tend 
to rise to the surface chasing 
after bait with more enthusi- 
asin. 

Even tiny insects can predict 

changes in the weather. Ants 

close off the mouths of their ` 
nests just before it is going to 

rain while mosquitoes bite 

more frequently. 

Some animals not only pre- 
dict the toming storm but then 
attempt to stay dry. Robins 
stay close to home, bees won't , 
leave their hives and bats cry 
out a warning before flying into 
their houses. 

Most of us probably wouldn't 
notice these signs. Or, if we did, 
we might not understand what 
they mean. Yet, they are all 
part of the legacy of weather 
lore that has been around for 
centuries. The signs may seem 
odd but they shouldn't be dis- 
counted because they do work. 

I've got to go now, Buster just 
started licking her right paw. I 
„think that means a big storm is 
coming. Either that or she is 
just dirty.
